Beat the Heat - Summer Tips for Seniors. 

Dehydration is a common heat-related condition 
which can be serious, even fatal. It is important to 
keep the body hydrated by regularly sipping on 
water throughout the day. Health authorities 
recommend a person should ideally drink two 
litres of water per day. 

Stay out of the sun although the beach is tempting 
on a hot summer’s day, you should avoid direct 
sun exposure where you can; particularly Seniors. 
Try to stay in cool, shaded or breezy areas, take 
regular breaks from the sun and keep your home air-conditioned. It is also important 
to remember heat stress can strike at any time, even cloudy days, so avoiding 
extremely warm environments is strongly advised. 

Protective clothing when planning a day outside in the sun, it is important to wear 
suitable clothing for the weather condition. 

If you are wearing full coverage clothing to protect 
your skin, avoid over heating by ensuring the 
material is lightweight and light-coloured. Seniors’ 
eyes tend to be more sensitive to sunlight, 
therefore it is important to wear UV-filtering 
sunglasses to avoid damage. And don’t forget your 
sun hat! 

Sunscreen, please don’t leave the house without it. Sunscreen contains sun protection 

factors (SPF), which protects your skin from harmful 
UV rays and decreases your chance of sunburn and skin 
cancers. It is also a good idea to invest in a daily 
moisturiser with an SPF of at least 30+. 

Be activity smart, according to the “Sun Safely 
Alliance,” the sun is at its strongest during the hours of 
10am-4pm, so it is not a good idea to plan strenuous 
activities while the temperature and UV rays are 
soaring. Think up some fun activities to beat the heat 
during this time, such as heading to an air-conditioned 
shopping centre or gaining access to a swimming pool. Save the long walks for early 
mornings or evenings, when the temperature has cooled down. If you are concerned 
for yourself or a loved one, please seek medical advice.

Do you need support to be able to stay at home? 

Community Aged Care and the way to access has changed a lot 
since 2015 and it can be difficult and confusing for elderly 
people and their families to know what needs to be done. 

While the “Myagedcare” website can help to navigate your way 
through this maze, we know that not everyone has access to the 
internet. 

If you do not have access, you can phone “Myagedcare.“

If you do have access to a computer, please search for: 

www.myagedcare.gov.au 

With the new system in place, many providers have experienced 
that people are waiting too long, to have an Aged Care 
Assessment done. 

Please, do not wait until you find it difficult to support yourself. 
The waiting time to have a Home Care Package assigned can be 
a year or more. 

To receive a Government funded package you need to be 
assessed by the Aged Care Assessment Team (ACAT). If the 
AC AT approved your eligibility for a level 1, 2, 3 or 4, you will 
be automatically placed in the national queue. Once you reached 
the top of the queue you will receive a letter confirming that a 
package is assigned to you. This letter will include a unique 
referral code that you will have to give to the service provider of 
your choice.

Consumer Lunch at Miss Maud. 

After a long time, we finally had another get-together again. Those Clients who have 
been with us for many years, still remember the fun-times, when we were located at 
the Neerlandia Clubhouse. 

It was so much easier to organise functions there, because of the big hall but also the 
funding at the time was different. So, we could take money out of the “big pot” and 
spoil everybody. 

Since July 2015 every Provider has to provide support under Consumer directed Care, 
which involves a different way of funding. Each Client has their own budget and a 
Provider needs to provide a statement at the end of each month. 

Many of our Clients have a high amount of unspent funds sitting in their budget. Even 
though our Coordinators and Support Workers are always encouraging our Clients to 
use more support or to get the right equipment to make life easier, the funding 
accumulates very quick. 

When we asked different Consumers what they missed most from the “old Days”, 
those who have been with us for 6 or more years said that it was the social get- 
togethers. So in November we started calling all Clients to see if there was interest in 
having lunch together. 

It was nice to see how straightaway many Clients said “yes please, great idea”; and 
new Clients too expressed interest in such a social event.

The biggest taxi company in the 
world does not own any cars. 


An interesting talk by the Head of Daimler Benz. 

In a recent interview, the Head of Daimler Benz (Mercedes Benz etc. etc.) said their competitors 
are no longer other car companies, but Tesla (obviously), and now, Google, Apple, Amazon 'et al' 
are encroaching. Software will disrupt most traditional industries in the next 5-10 years. 

Uber is just a software tool, they don't own any cars and are now 
the biggest taxi company in the world; Airbnb is now the biggest 
hotel company in the world, although they don't own any 
properties. 

Artificial Intelligence: Computers become exponentially better 
in understanding the world. This year, a computer beat the best 
Go player in the world, 10 years earlier than expected. 

In the U.S., young lawyers already can't get jobs. Because of 
IBM’s Watson, you can get legal advice (so far for more or less 
basic stuff) within seconds, with 90% accuracy compared with 
70% accuracy, when done by humans. So, if you study law, stop 
immediately. There will be 90% less lawyers in the future, only 

specialists will remain. 

Watson already helps nurses diagnosing cancer, 4 times more accurate than human nurses. 
Facebook now has a pattern recognition software that can recognize faces better than humans. In 
2030, computers will become more intelligent than humans. 

Autonomous cars: In 2018 the first self-driving cars will 
appear for the public. Around 2025, the complete industry 
will start to be disrupted. You won't want to own a car 
anymore. You will call a car with your phone, it will show up 
at your location and drive you to your destination. You will 
not need to park it, you only pay for the driven distance and 
you can be productive while driving. Our kids will never get 
a driver's license and will never own a car. It will change the 
Cities, because we will need 90-95% less cars for that. We 
can transform former parking spaces into parks. 

1.2 million people die each year in car accidents

worldwide. We now have one accident every 60,000 miles (100,000 km), with autonomous 
driving that will drop to one accident in 6 million miles (10 million km). That will save a million 
lives each year. 

Most car companies will probably go bankrupt Traditional car companies will try the traditional 

approach and try to build a better car,.while tech companies (Tesla, Apple, Google) 

will take the revolutionary approach and build a computer on wheels. 

Many engineers from Volkswagen and Audi are completely terrified of Tesla; auto Insurance 
companies will have massive trouble because without accidents, car insurance will become much 
cheaper. Their car insurance business model will slowly disappear. 

Real estate: This will change. Because if you can work while you commute, people will move 
further away to live in a more beautiful neighbourhood. 

Electric cars will become mainstream about 2020. Cities will be less noisy because all new cars 
will run on electricity. Electricity will become incredibly cheap and clean: Solar production has 
been on an exponential curve for 30 years, and now you can now see 
the burgeoning impact. 

Last year, more solar energy plants were installed worldwide than 
fossil fuel. Energy companies are desperately trying to limit access 
to the grid to prevent competition from home solar installations, but 
that can't last. Technology will take care of that strategy. 

Abundant water: With cheap electricity comes cheap and abundant 
water. Desalination of salt water now only needs 2kwh per cubic

meter (@ 0.25 cents). Water is a renewable resource and not a scarce 
commodity, despite what water companies try to tell you. We don't have 
water shortage in most places, we only have scarce drinking water. 

Imagine what will be possible, if anyone can have as much clean water as he 
wants, for nearly no cost. 

Health innovations: The Tricorder X price will be announced this 
year. There are companies who will build a medical device (called the 
"Tricorder" from Star Trek) that works with your phone, which takes your 
retina scan, your blood sample, and you can breath into it. It then analyses 
54 biomarkers that will identify nearly any disease. It will be cheap, so in a 
few years everyone on this planet will have access to world class medical 
analysis, nearly for free. 

Goodbye, medical establishments! 

3D printing: The price of the cheapest 3D printer came down from $18,000 to $400 within 10 
years. In the same time, it became 100 times faster. All major shoe companies have already 
started 3D printing shoes. 

Some common spare airplane parts are already 3D printed in remote airports. 

The space station now has a printer that eliminates the need for the 
large amount of spare parts they used to keep in the past. At the end of 
this year, new smart phones will have 3D scanning possibilities. You 
can then 3D scan your feet and print your perfect shoes at home. 

In China, they already 3D printed and built a complete 6-storey office 
building. By 2027, 10% of everything that's being produced will be 
3D printed. 

Business opportunities: If you think of a niche you want to go in, ask 
yourself: "In the future, do you think we will have that?", and if the 
answer is yes, how can you make that happen sooner? 

If it doesn't work with your phone, forget the idea. And any idea designed for success in the 20th 
century is doomed to failure in the 21st century. Work: 70-80% of jobs will disappear in the next 
20 years. There will be a lot of new jobs, but it is not clear if there will be enough new jobs in 
such a small time. 

Agriculture: There will be a $100 agricultural robot in the future. Farmers in 3rd world countries 
can then become managers of their field instead of working all day on their fields. Aeroponics will 
need much less water. The first Petri dish that produced veal is now available and will be 
cheaper than cow produced veal in 2018. Right now, 30% of all agricultural surfaces is used for 
cows. Imagine if we don't need that space anymore. 

There are several start-ups who will bring insect protein to the market shortly. It contains more 
protein than meat. It will be labelled as "alternative protein source" (because most people still 
reject the idea of eating insects). 

There is an app called "moodies" which can already tell in which mood you're in. By 2020 there 
will be apps that can tell by your facial expressions, if you are lying. Imagine a political debate 
where it's being displayed when they're telling the truth and when they're not. 

Education: The cheapest smart phones are already at $10 in Africa and Asia. By 2020, 70% of 
all humans will own a smart phone. 

That means, everyone has the same access to world class education. Every child can use Khan 
academy for everything a child needs to learn at school in First World countries. 

There have already been releases of software in Indonesia and soon there will be releases in 
Arabic, Swahili, and Chinese this summer. I can see enormous potential if we give the English app 
for free, so that children in Africa and everywhere else can become fluent in English. 

And that could happen within half a year. 

But will we be using robots to play our golf game for us when it’s raining?

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The Aquacultural Town of Yerseke

Flag and Coat of Arms of Yerseke. 


The Town of Yerseke is a Village on the southern shore of the 
Oosterschelde (Eastern Scheldt) in the Dutch Province of Zeeland. 
A separate Municipality until 1970, these days it is part of the 
Municipality of Reimerswaal. 

This fishing Town is well known for its aquaculture. Tourists visit 
the oyster pits, its harbors, the museums, the fishing industry, as 
well as the annual celebration of the “Mosseldag” (Mussel Harvest) 
in August. 


History: 

The site of Yerseke may have been inhabited for more than a millennium, and possibly since before the 
early Middle Ages. Skeletal remains found in 1923 during an archaeological dig, were dated to 
the Carolingian period(7th to 9th centuries). 

However, the first historical mention of Yerseke most likely dates to a deed, or charter, issued on January 
24, 966 AD under the name of ‘Gersika’ by the Holy Roman Emperor Otto I (the Great). The Town was 
founded on an elevated ridge in the “Moer” (tidal march) and dikes were not built until the 13th century by 
Monks. The earliest inhabitants practiced sheep husbandry and later extracted peat from surrounding moors 
after the dikes were constructed. 


During World War II, the village suffered heavy damage from French naval bombardments from 
the Western Scheldt. The main Church was, along with much of the Town centre, almost entirely ruined. 
Besides the Church, twenty-five structures were completely destroyed, while an additional 36 received 
heavy damage, causing seventy families to become homeless. 


Economy: 

Agriculture remained the primary activity of the Town until the 16th 
century, when the Saint Felix flood inundated large parts of land with 
the result, that Yerseke turned from a landlocked Town, into a Town 
located along the shores of the Eastern Scheldt. This event would 
shape much of its future. 

While initially the economy of Yerseke changed little, fishing and 
aquaculture rapidly acquired greater importance, along with a 
concurrent population increase, beginning in the 19th century. 


The main natural feature of the Town is the Moer. This natural 
area is a former salt-water tidal marsh, separated by dikes from 
the sea around 1200 AD by Monks for the purposes of farming 
and peat extraction. Extraction has since formed the 
characteristic landscape of today. Rich, low-lying meadows 
atop a thick peat layer are interspersed by sandy creek ridges 
along which roads and paths have developed over the centuries. 
Due to large variation in soils and sand, a great variety of fauna 
has developed and the area has become a protected bird 
sanctuary. A trail guides walkers through the moor. 




Yerseke Moer: 
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The Aquacultural Town of Yerseke 


Aquaculture: 

The Eastern Scheldt area is well known for the cultivation of mussels, oysters, 
periwinkles and lobster. Starting approximately in 1870, the Town began large- 
scale cultivation of oysters, partly in response to a high French demand. 

While the oyster industry created wealth, it also suffered many setbacks and 
upheavals, as well as creating social inequalities. This led to the introduction of 
the Pacific Oyster, now the most cultivated oyster species, which some, however, 
consider an invasive species. 

Mussels have always been a staple food along the coast, but only at the end of 
the 19th century, were there concerted efforts at standardising production. 

Beginning approximately after the war, mussels have slowly gained ever 
greater economic significance and eclipsed the oyster in importance. This is 
manifest by the village hosting the only mussel auction in the world. In the 
past, mussels were caught and harvested with small sailing sloops. Today, 
highly advanced and much larger ships are employed, able to not only manage 
the harvest on the Eastern Scheldt, but sail longer distances, including to 
the Wadden Sea, where mussels have been seeded and harvested since about 
1950, when a parasite threatened the harvest in the Eastern Scheldt. The mussels are grown and harvested 

entirely at sea in a mostly natural process. 





The Harbor of Yerseke: 

This has expanded continuously during the 19th century along with the fishing 
industry. The original harbor of Yerseke, initially a loading dock for agricultural 
products, was expanded to accommodate fishing boats. A larger harbour was built 
in 1965 and in 1981 even a much larger harbour was built which was deep enough 
to accommodate the largest and most modem vessels. 



Mosseldag: 

During the third Saturday of August every year, the 
village celebrates the official start of the mussel 
harvest with the annual “Mosseldag”, although these 
days, the season tends to begin earlier. The event 
attracts approximately 50,000 visitors, who come here 
to eat mussels, take free cruises on mussel ships, and 
enjoy flee markets, beer tents, parades and marching 
bands, as well as traditional activities in regional dress. 



Heaps of empty 
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An old tradition “Ringrijden”: 

Participants, ride bareback on a Zeeuws draughthorse and 
are usually dressed in their local costume. It rouses much 
interest from tourists. 

Traditionally they are farmers from the area. Riding on a 
galloping horse, the competitor tries to stab the small ring, 
suspended halfway along a short designated course with a 
small pointed spear or a lance. When at the end of the day 
several participants have scored an equal number of rings, 
the second phase of the competition starts. From here on, 

anyone who misses a ring, is out of the competition. _
